AMA, Bahrain (AP) — Iraqi warplanes, ranging

Eman 's Shipping Intelligence Unit said 50 
awise Giant and four of 26 were missing 
from the 235,000-ton Spanish tanker Barcelona. which 
was reported sinking.

Syrian troops poised 
to enter South Beirut

ROSH HANIKRA — Syria was 
yesterday reported to be mass- 
ing troops around battle-ravaged 
South Beirut where pro-Synan 
Asal militiamen and rival [rani- 
an-backed Hizbullah gunmen 
have been locked in combat for 
the past ten days. 

6. troop deployments were 
accompanied by warnings that 
Syria intended to send its forces 
into the southern slum suburb to 
end the internecine fighting in 
which nearly 200 people have 
been killed and over 600 
wounded. 

The move followed a direct clash 
between Syrian troops and Hizbul- 
lah gunmen on Friday. Five Islamic 
fighters and a Syrian soldier were 
reported killed. 

Veteran Lebanese observers said 
the Hizbullah, by breaking out of 
the slums and trying to take contro! 
of the road alongside Beirut airport, 
had infringed on Syrian territory. 

The Hizbullah has thrashed the 
Syrian-backed Amal militia in the 
South Beirut battle and the Shi'ite 
fundamentalists now contro] most of 
the suburb. 

The observers noted that Amal’s 
only hope of regaining its fost posi- 
tions and prestige would be if the 
Syrians intervened on its behalf. 

Eye-witnesses said that more than 


30 Syrian Soviet-made T-54 tanks 
and troop carriers arrived yesterday 
at the coastal road junction of 
Khalde from Syrian-controlled 
mountains to the east. A Syrian sol- 
dier at Khalde said that about 75 
tanks had arrived since midday. 
They were stationed in sand dunes 
next to Beirut airport, a few miles 
from the sprawling southern sub- 
urbs. 

Pro-Syrian sources said the Syri- 
ans would go into the suburbs today, 
but would warm the warring, factions 
to stop fighting and withdraw from 
the streets before moving in. 


“The Syrian soldiers have orders 
to shoot any guamen in sight once 
they Start entering the suburbs,” 
one source said. Western hostages 
are believed to be held by the Hiz- 
bullah in the embattled slums of 
South Beirut. 

A top Amal militia official and 
pro-Syrian officials told reporters 
that about 3,000 Syrian troops 
would be sent to Beirut from the 
Bekaa valley. 

“They're going to move in peace- 
fully under an agreement being 
worked out by the presidents of Iran 
and Syria." a high-ranking Leba- 
nese military source said. He esti- 
mated the reinforcements at two ar- 
moured brigades, or about 6,000 
troops and 300 tanks and armoured 
personne) carriers, buttressing ἃ 
7,500-strong contingent which Syria 


already has in (Moslem) West 
Bein. 

A fruce committee comprising 
Syrian officers, Iranian officials and 
representatives from the rival Shi'ite 
factions met at the iranian Embassy 
for more than eight hours on Friday 
night. A spokesman for the Iranian 
Embassy declined to reveal the re- 
sults of this meeting. Presidents Ha- 
fez al-Assad of Syria and Ali Kha- 
menei of Iran had earlier approved a 
cease-fire agreement which also 
called for the evacuation of the 
wounded and the withdrawal of 
fighters from che streets of the 
suburbs. 

“The deployment of Syrian 
troops inside South Beirut would be 
a major development and would 
constitute an entire change of Mid- 
dle East policy on the part of the 
Syrians,“ a Lebanese source told 
The Jerusalem Post \ast night. 

“The Hizbullah action on Friday 
undoubtedly stung the Syrians, as 
did the losses suffered by Amal, but 
it's sul] not clear whether they will 
send in the troops. Such a move 
would almost certainly involve the 
Syrians in bitter and bloody fighting 
with che Hizbullah, which in turn 
would be a direct affront to 
Iran,“the source added. 

“I don't believe the reports that 
Iran has given its blessing to Syria to 
move its troops into the region. Iran 
is not going to give up this area and

Yosef Lidor, former manager of 
The Jerusalem Post printing press, 
passed away last Thursday at the age 
of 83 and was buried on Friday at

+: Born in Lodz, Poland, tie began 
to learn the printing trade at the 
Yiddish newspaper Lodzer Tageb- 
latt after completing bis high school 
studies at the Hebrew Yavneh gym- 
nasium. He moved to Berlin in 1925 
to continue his professional educa- 
tion as ἃ printing and typesetting 
expert until he came to this country 
in 1934, After working in Tel Aviv 
for six years he moved to Jerusalem 
and began to work for the Jerusalem 
Press which was owned at that time 
by the Schocken family and was 
eventually purchased by The Pales- 
tine Post after it was bombed on 
February 1, 1948. 

Following the bombing, which 
forced the paper to do its typesetting 
for nine months at the Ahva press, 
Gershon Agron, The Post's found- 
ing editor, asked Lidor to take over 
the management and rebuilding of 
the paper's typesetting facilities. 
During the following years he was 
also instrumental in the successful 
absorption of a large number of new 
immigrants from Morocco, Tunisia, 
Traq and India who were skilled pro- 
fessionals in the printing trade. * 

When Lidor retired in 1970 The 
Jerusalem Post Press had become 
one of the country’s more modern 
and efficient printing plants with 15 
linotype machines and an offset 
printing press. He served for many 
years as chairman of Jerusalem's 
Pensioners Association. He is sur- 
vived by his wife Edith, a married 
son and daughter and four 
grandchildren.

JOHANNESBURG (AP) - The 
government disclosed Saturday that 
it has threatened to pull out of peace 
“talks with Angola unless the Ango- 
lans’ Cuban allies halt a military ad- 
vance in the war zone. 

South African officiais. in brief- 
ings with the state broadcasting 
company and other local journalists, 
also said Angola should close train- 
ing camps of the African National 
Congress, the main guerrilla group 
fighting against the white-led gov- 
ernment of South Africa. 

The briefings followed talks Fri- 

day in Brazzaville, Congo, between 
South African and Angolan officials 
on how to resolve Angola's 13-year 
civil war and end South African rule 
over South-West Africa, also known 
as Namibia. 
The South African Broadcasting 
Corp., which adheres closely to gov- 
emment positions, said that before 
the talks can resume, Angola “will 
have to give assurances that the pre- 
sent southward advance of the Cu- 
ban forces in Angola will be 
halted.” 

An estimated 40,000 Cuban 
troops are in Angola supporting the 
Marxist government against the pro~ 
Westem UNITA rebel movement 
and its South African allies. 

In Lisbon, Portugal, the indepen- 
dent weekly Expresso Saturday 
quoted unidentified “reliable 
sources” as saying 8.600 Cuban sol- 
diers landed in Angola by plane and 
ship in a two-week period at the end 
of April and beginning of May. The 
report said the reinforcements in- 
cluded 2,000 elite Cuban soldiers 
known as rangers, a force which has 
not previously sent troops to Ango- 
la, and 200 helicopter pilots.

Zim won't release goods; WZO’s Aliya Department won't pay 


Bankrupt shipping company | 


leaves olim holding the bag

A gfoup of immigrants and re- 
turning Israelis from Los Angeles 
may have to pay extra shipping costs 
of several thousand dollars per fam- 
ily because of a fouled-up connec- 
tion between Zim and the Los An- 
geles firm that contracted to ship 
their household goods. 

Both Zim and the Aliya Deparst- 
ment of the World Zionist Organi- 
zation agree on the following facts: 

The Israelis and the immigrants 
paid an agent in Los Angeles called 
Extbassy Shippers to send their 

to Israel on Zim ships. Zim 
brought the goods to Israel, but 
failed to collect its fee from Embas- 
sy, which subsequently went bank- 
tupt. The firm appeared on the list 
of recommended shippers which is 
given to immigrants by the WZO 
aliya emissary in Los Angeles. 

Zim refuses to release the goods 
without being assured of payment, 
and wants a deposit from the immi- 
grants and returnees to cover the 
shipping charges. If they manage to 
get their money back from the agent 


in Los Angeles, Zim will refund the 
deposit, which amounts to several 
thousand dollars in most cases. 
But if they don’t get their money 
from the bankrupt company, Zim 
will keep the deposit and the immi- 
grants and returning Israelis will 
have paid twice for the same service.

Italy’s chief rabbi lashes pope 


for 


anti-Semitism in Catholic press

ROME - Chief Rabbi Elio Toaff 
has come out in criticism of the 
Catholic hierarchy, the Vatican and 
the pope himself, if not for direct- 
ing, then at least for acquiescing in 
an anti-Semitic campaign on the 
part of the Italian Catholic press 
under the guise of criticism of Israel. 
In an interview that appeared yes- 
terday in the national newspaper, 
La Repubblica, he quotes from 
Catholic publications of wide circu- 
lation to back up his charges. _ 

Some of this examples: a Brescia 
monthly, Chiesa Viva (Living 
Church), published a new edition of 
the infamous “Protocols of the El- 
ders of -Zion” with comments by 
Father Luigi Vialla who writes, 
“clearly we do not wish to be anti- 
Semtic but it must be said that Jews 
have indisputable intellectual quali- 

- ties in the service of evil.” 

Another magazine indicted by the 

chief rabbi is H Sabato, a major 


weekly run by the “Comunione E 
Liberazione™ Catholic movement. 
In a feature entitled “The Lobby of 
the Temple” the periodical came 
out against the Jewish anti-Wald- 
heim protest movement by lashing 
out against a “plot” by “American 


-millionaires, through Israeli and So- 


viet opportunists”. 

Another publication, Segno Sette, 
published by the important national 
movement, “Azione Cattolica”, 
states, “what the Israelis have been 
doing to the Palestinian people has 
one name alone : ‘genocide’. 

The influental Civilita Cattolica 
says, in ἃ recent article by Father 
Giovanni Rulli, with reference to 


.the beatings of two Palestinians 


filmed by CBS, “these methods 
used by Israel remind us of the most 
horrible crimes, the very same 
crimes from which the Jewish peo- 
ple suffered in the harshest times of 
persecution.” 

Asked by La Repubblica, “but do 
you believe that Pope John Paul Π is 


behind these articles?” , Rabbi Toaff 
replies, “perhaps the Vatican does 
not further such articles but it natu- 
rally knows of them. These are well- 
known periodicals, of wide circula- 
tion, often important ones. And yet 
the head of the Catholic Church has 
not intervened to stop a campaign of 
hatred which is certainly not in- 
spired by Christian charity or 
morality.” Tg 

Tulia Zevi, president of the 
Union of Italian Jewish Communi- 
ties, said in a lengthy interview in La 
Stampa that “if the Catholic Church 
has really decided to rejuvenate our 
relations, it must go all the way and 
with determination. " 

She warmed, however, against 
generalized accusations of anti-Sem- 
itism lodged against the entire Cath- 
olic world, or forgetting that anti- 
Semitic insults, threats and reports 
stem not only from Christian 
sources but also the extreme 
right, the Communist left and other 
secular forces.

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Rabbi bids East Berlin Jews 
farewell after eight months 


EAST BERLIN (Reuter) -- East Berlin’s American rabbi conducted a 
farewell service on Saturday for the tiny Jewish community he came to 
enliven but fell out with after only eight months in the job. 

Isaac Neuman, 65, conducted a low-key Sabbath service at East Berlin's 


renovated red-brick synagogue in a backstreet lined with dilapidated tene- 
ments. 

Neuman, a Polish-American who survived several Nazi concentration 
camps, said he had tried to encourage people in the 200-strong community 
to celebrate special occasions such as wedding anniversaries and births. 

“All in all, not to give it the mood of a cemetery, but to give it the mood of 
life,” he said. 

Neuman clashed with the community when he said on May 1 he was 
leaving. Some people were hindering his work. he said, and the East 
German press was anti-Semitic. The Jewish community and the state say this 
is not true. 

In an article in the Jewish Chronicle (London) earlier this month, a 
member of the East Berlin community said that Neuman refused to attend 
the monthly meetings of the governing board, because he felt members 
spoke too much and too long. 


None of the community's lay board members were at the synagogue on 
Saturday, although some attended on Friday night. 

Before the Nazis came to power and killed six million Jews in World War 
O, Berlin had one of Europe's biggest and most vibrant Jewish communities. 
Now there are only 350 registered Jews in all East Germany, many of them 
old people. They had been without a rabbi since 1965 when the last one died. 


A look back at the good old days 


The television interpretation of 
David Ben-Gurion’s diaries of the 
period culminating in the achieve- 
ment of independence in May, 1948 
provided us with a nostalgic and poi- 
gpant experience. Those were the 
days, my friends, when our hearts 
were young and pure, before we so 
slavishly proved the correctness of 
Lord Acton's precepts about the 
corrupting nature of power. 


In the film we got some moral and 
philosophical admonitions from the 
former Old Man, the father figure of 
the state, a man who can hardly be 
described as a lily-livered liberal or 
an impractical do-gooder. He did 
more than any other single individ- 
ual to bring the state-on-the- way 
through those perilous days of 1947 
and 1948. He led 30,500 under- 
armed and under-trained men and 
women to victory over 150,000 Arab 
soldiers in invading armies. 

Despite the Yishuv's desperate 
straits, Ben-Gurion wrote in his dia-

U.S. Jews differ on Vorspan’s ‘Soul Searching’

NEW YORK -- Jewish community 
leaders are divided over their ap- 
praisal of Albert Vorspan's New 
York Times Magazine article, “Soul 


Searching.” which was published ᾿ 


last Sunday. The article by Vorspan, 
who is senior vice president of the 
[Reform] Union of American He- 
brew Congregations, portrays the 
American Jewish community as 
sharply split over Israeli policies in 
the West Bank and Gaza which Vor- 
span calls “indefensible.” 

Leaders Of Jewish organizations 
that have taken public stands urging 
Israel to trade territory for peace, 
praised Vorspan for going public 
with his anguished opposition to Is- 
rael's present policies. 

But leaders of more hawkish 
groups, as well as those who have 
opposed American Jews taking pub- 
lic positions on issues touching Is- 
raeli security. expressed strenuous 
objections to the Vorspan article. 
They blasted Vorspan both for criti- 
cizing Israel in the pages of the most 
prominent organ of the so-called 
“secular media,” and for making 
public the contents of meetings that 
ek had presumed to be private, 
off-the-record discussions. 

Morris Abram, chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, 


was widely reported to be incensed 
about the Vorspan piece, in which 
he is portrayed as “putting a kosher 
stamp on everything —shootings, de- 
Portations, and excessive force.” 
Neither Abram nor Malcolm Hoen- 
lein, executive director of the Presi- 
dents’ Conference, returned calls 
from The Jerusalem Post. 

Vorspan himself told The Post 
that he “likes and.admires” Abram, 
but believes that “in an organization 
like the Presidents’ Conference, it is 
the obligation of the chairman to 
ensure that the views of the repre- 
sentatives of all member organiza- 


tions are treated with civility and . 


respect. Umbrella organizations 
have a responsibility to allow honest 
debate to be conducted with mutual 
respect. That has not been the case 
in recent months.” 

Nevertheless. some “of the most 
prominent and powerful Jewish 
leaders in the country were decided- 
ly unsupportive. 

Abe Foxman, national director of 
the Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai Brrith (ADL), said of the arti- 
cle: “This is not ‘Soul Searching’, 
but rather headline searching. It is a 
very simplistic analysis of the situa- 
tion that (blames) everything on a 
failure of Israel’s policies. It feeds 
on the media’s need to reflect a split

Randi Jo Land reports on 
a film about pioneer 
women of the Yishuv. 


FIVE YEARS ago, during the Leb- 
anon War, filmmaker Edna Politi 
set out to make a film about women 
pioneers in Israel. 

The final product, 4nu Banu {its 
English title is Daughters of Uropia), 
fs ἃ a personal historical account of 
the early days in Eretz Yisrael and 
an examination of dreams in the 
light of reality. 

The film was screened at the Van 
Leer Institute in Jerusalem last 
month as part of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity’s Programme of Sex Differ- 
ences in Society. 

“We wanted this evening to be 
special to honaur Israet's 40th anni- 
vetsary,”” said the programme's 
chairperson, Prof. Galia Golan. 
“We should mark the State of Israel 
by fooking at women in Israel.” 

The film biends a collage of black-

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Do tax cuts aid the economy? 


By DAVID RESS 
LONDON - Taxes are a key part of 
governments’ economic policies but 
many economists believe govern- 
ments get them wrong. 

Some agree with all those people 
‘who think their taxes are just too 
high. But others are less sure. They 
wonder if a worldwide trend of cut- 
ting income and corporate taxes will 
réaily boost economic activity in the 
way that governments hope. 

This year, Britain and the Nether- 
Jands cut their top rates of income 
tax. Israel cut its rates last year. 
West German tax reforms approved 
ia March will do the same.

But some analysts question 
whether people really do work hard- 
er, and thus eam more money to 
Spend and invest, when povern- 
ments lower the rate of tax they will 
pay on their extra earnings ~ the so- 
called “marginal tax rate." It is not 
that simple, argues Francois Bour- 
guignon, of the Ecole des Hautes 
Etudes en Sciences Sociales in Paris. 

“Given a tax-benefit system, indi- 
viduals sinmultaneously choose the 
work they will do, the net income 
they will get and the marginal tax 
fate they will pay.” he says. ‘“‘Mar- 
ginal tax rates are not policy 
instruments.” 

Ian Walker, an economist at Brit- 
ain’s University of Manchester says 
marginal tax rate cuts can be a use- 
ful policy instrument, but only if 
they are carefully targeted. And he 
thinks governments are aiming 
badly. 

“If you cut the marginal tax rate, 
you may have an incentive to work 
an extra hour because you can keep 
more of the extra money you would 
earn,” he says. “But if your income 
is high enough, and a lower average

THE ISRAEL LANDS AUTHORITY 


Dubious contracts cost ILA income 


The leasing of two properties on 
Eilat’s northern beach by the Israel 
Lands Administration was misman- 
aged, the State Comprroller found 
in the 38th annual report. 

In one instance, the valve of a 
hotel site was assessed by a govern- 
ment assessor without his actually 
having visited the site. Then, in Oc- 
tober 1980, the Tourism Ministry 
altered its recommendation for the 
proposed hotel on the site, boosting 
the square metrage it could occupy. 
Even though the increased building 
space increased the value of the 
property, no mew assessment was 
made before an ILA committee two 
months later approved the deal to 
lease it. 

In the second case, two adjoining 
sites were assessed for construction 
of a 120-room hotel and a sports 
centre, and a deal for the leasing of 
the property was approved by an 
ILA committee in March 1981. But, 
again, the Tourism Ministry altered 
the specifications for the projects, 
saying a 200-room hotel and bigger 
sports complex could be built. The 
ILA, again, did not earn all the 
lease income it could.

have not only improved the standard of our basketball, but have also 
made it fiercely competitive. so why can't Europeans or South 
Americans be allowed to improve our soccer? 

The importation of foreign referees would also be a good thing as 
the present standard of our men in black is appallingly low. The 
problem is more serious than that of referees being human and 
making mistakes, for it concerns the issue of authority. 

Too many games are currently spoiled by constant _petty and 
unnecessary fouling. which referees seem unable to halt. There have 
been whole games where free-kicks have been awarded practically 
every minute, thus turning what is meant to be a free-flowing game 
into a poor man’s imitation of chess. 

If the referees had the guts to send off players for constant fouls, 
then this problem would be solved immediately. We have reached the 
sorry stare where the officials supposedly in charge are running scared 
of the players they are meant to control. . 

More than once I have seen a referee book or send off a player, 
only then to run away from the action so as to avoid abuse from the 
punished player's team-mates. Such a sight is shameful and sickening. 
If referees cannot stand up to the players, they should hand in their 
whistles to make useful scrap-metal.

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Jerusalem Day 


THE MOOD on Jerusalem Day last year, when Israel's capital 
was celebrating 20 years since the city was reunited, was a far 
cry from the thoughts of apprehension and perhaps even 
dejection that are likely to accompany many Jerusalemites 
today. Over five months of Palestinian uprising have left their 
mark on the city whose two parts lead a very different life these 


days. 


The intermittent business strikes in the Arab part of the city 
and the repeated unrest and outbursts of violence are keeping 
many people away from the Old City’s Moslem and Christian 
quarters and its adjacent neighbourhoods. The weekend shop- 
ping sprees by Jerusalem's Jewish residents and by Israelis who 
would come up from the Tel Aviv area have become a thing of 


the past. 


Yet, the fundamental facts of a united Jerusalem under one, 
Israeli administration remain unchanged and, in fact, irrevers- 
ible as part of an overwhelming national consensus. The “good 
coexistence” has collapsed, as Mayor Teddy Kollek pointed 
out last night. but the very fact of a basic coexistence remains. 
There is complete freedom of access to places of worship of all 
religions, he stressed. and the some 1,500 Arab workers of the 
Jerusalem municipality -- about one third of the entire work 
force -- report regularly to their jobs. 

On the face of it, these could be consoling thoughts, given 
the assumed expectations of the organizers of the Palestinian 
intifada. But one ought also to take heed of Mayor Kollek’s 
criticism of the attitude of Jews — both Israelis and tourists — 
who stay away from East Jerusalem these days, while Christian 
tourism has been far less affected by the recent unrest. “Jews 
are afraid,” Kollek charges, although there is nothing really to 
be afraid of as law and order are being maintained by and: 


large. : 

But beyond the capital's current problems, Jerusalem Day is 
also an occasion for recalling facts of the past and looking 
ahead for possible solutions.-Those who can recall the years of 
living in a divided city before 1967 can easily imagine what 
tremendous joy it would have been for all of us had King 
Hussein decided to live up to Jordan’s commitment under the 
1949 Armistice Agreements and allowed free access for Jews 
to their holiest shrine — the Western Wall. Moreover, had the 
Jordanian king heeded then prime minister Levi Eshkol’s 
appeal to stay out of the June 1967 war instead of replying to it 
by an artillery barrage and by the capture of the UN headquar- 
ters at Government House, East Jerusalem and the West Bank 
might bave remained under Arab rule. 

There are a number of different concepts for an eventual 
solution for the future of Jerusalem in a peace agreement with 
Jordan and the Palestinians without having to redivide the city. 
One school of thought speaks of the concept of a Greater 
Jerusalem area that might reach from Ramallah in the north to 
Bethlehem in the south, divided into different Israeli and Arab 
boroughs under one joint roof administration which would 
maintain Israel's sovereignty within the city’s present bound- 
aries. These boundaries do not include Jerusalem's eastern 


Arab suburbs along the Jericho road from the eastern slopes 


of 


the Mount of Olives, although they form an integral part of the 
city’s social and economic structure. 
In order to accommodate true coexistence in a peace agree- 
. Ment ove could also visualize ἃ Moslem-Arab flag flying from 
the Temple Mount with its two major mosques, side by side 
with an Israeli flag, as the commander of the paratroop 
brigade which captured East Jerusalem in 1967, former chief 
of staff Mordechai (“Motta”) Gur pointed out yesterday. 
Already back in December 1973, the then Egyptian govern- 
ment spokesman, Tahsin Bashir, said at the Middle East peace 
conference in Geneva that once the problems of the West 
Bank would be solved a solution for Jerusalem would fall into 
its place. Even the recent Soviet position is that a solution for 
Jerusalem should be negotiated separately from that of the 


West Bank and Gaza. 


In order to keep the peace of Jerusalem and Israel's major 
stake in the city, one ought to consider a pragmatic compro- 
mise in the West Bank that will give proper expression to 
Palestinian national aspirations under conditions of a real 
peaceful coexistence, and that not a moment too soon.

The false doctrine of permissive- 
ness and freedom to do as you want 
must always lead to unhappiness be- 
cause of its self-interest. When we 
here legalized homosexuality, I do 
not think we had any idea what a 
political issue this would become, let 
alone the tragic issue of Aids.
